London, Sept. 14.'—"Everywhere the enemy is in retreat, 


abandoning prisoners, wounded, guns and materials of war." 


This was the inspiring bulletin received by the British War 


Office last night from General Joffre, commander-in-chief of 
the victorious French army. 
\ 


The whole of the German army of invasion is in a state of 


demoralization and the Kaiser is reported to have fled to the 
protection of the fortress of Melz. 


In the fortress last night he may have learned through his 


own wireless'press bureau that the reported great Russian de- 
feat at Lemberg had been transformed by the arrival of im 
mense Russian reinforcements into an Austra-German debacle 
in which he lost many thousands of his crack troops and his 
Austrian allies were hopelessly smashed. 


From Petrograd the news comes that the Slav populace of 


Hungary is rising for the Tsar, that Slavs by brigades are de- 
serting Emperor Francis Joseph's battered army, and that un- 
less the tide turns or peace is arranged the rising in Hungary! 
will grow into », revolution throughout the dual monarchy that 
will end rule by the house of Hapsburg. 


It is this desperate situation that has forced the Kaiser to 


, issue a call to schoolboys to take their places under the Ger- 
iman colors alongside their while haired grandsires who have 
jeen forced into the fighting line. 


But notwithstanding the German-Austrian reverses and .the 


triumphs of the Franco-British allies there is no one here who 
believes the end of the war is in sight. As one military expert 
puts it, "England is proud of the capture of ten thousand Ger- 
mans and two hundred guns, but when the War Office reports 
the capture of two hundred thousand men and two thousand 
guns, then, and only then, will the great nations forced into a 
war for freedom by the Kaiser consider peace and payment to 
the last farthing for the wreck and ruiri wrought by the bar- 
garians of the Potsdam school."

The Strongest Barricade. 


There is a lesson for the people of this country, public offi- 


cials and private individuals alike,-in what David Lloyd 
George, chancelor of the exchequer,.said in' London the other 
day tbraidepulat-ioii from the municipalities which wanted the 
aid ,o.f the -treasury in securing loans allow rates. 


. The .chancelor took occasion to say that finance was.going 


to play,-a-very.important part in the waV, and'p'redicted that 
victory, would come to the side that proves strongest financial- 
ly. .'"We do not want a penny spent," he said, "which is not 
absolutely necessary io relieve distress. In my judgment, the 
last fe\V'hundred millions may win this -war." 


Continuing, Chancelor George emphasized the importance 


of cash in war. He said the enemy could stand the early ex- 
penses as well as Great Britain, but in the long run Great Bri- 
tain will prove that it has the greatest resources, and, in his 
opinion, that will decide the issue. 
He gives'the nation all 


credit for tenacity and courage, but insists (hat the "silver 
bullet" is the most powerful in the world, that it has won vic- 
tories for Great Britain before and will do so again. He there- 
fore counsels most earnestly the careful husbanding not only 
of the country's physical resources, but of its financial re-- 
sources as well. 


His view is sound, and it is one that may well be considered 


in this country, which, though fortunately far removed from 
the scene of the struggle, is not unaffected by it. Already, 
whether with or without good reason, the cost of living, long 
burdensome, is increasing here. 
International commerce is 


seriously interfered with and there is every reason why those 
in charge of the public expenditures and the people generally 
should practice economy to the largest practicable extent. 
Such a course would be advantageous to the country at any 
time, for we are in reality an extravagant people, spending as 
we go and paying loo little heed to the future.. What the re- 
sults of the war will be no one can foretell, but the results of 
reasonable economy, public and private, are always good, and 
certainly this is a time when unnecessary expenditures may 
well be guarded against. It is a lime of uncertainty, against 
which genuine economy will prove the strongest barricade. 


The Washington Star is impressed by (he hollowness of the 


"economy" cry in politics. 
It notices that the party out of 


power is always shouting about the wastefulness of the one 
that is in, and promising all sorts of economy if placed in con- 
trol, but that when the change comesjhe money continues to 
fly just the same and the "pork barrel", is as popular as ever 
with those who handle the funds. And the Star is not alone in 
having noticed and deplored this apparently inescapable fea- 
ture of American politics. 


An officer of a British transatlantic liner, who is now in this 


country,.and who is also a reserve officer in the British navy, 
is,reported as saying that England is preparing the Island of 
St. Helena as a place-of imprisonment for the Kaiser. This 
may or may not be so, but it brings vividly to mind the first 
part of the recipe for cooking a rabbit, which is, "First catch 
the rabbit." 


Miss Christabel Pankhursl, one of the leading militant suf- 


fragets of London, is strongly supporting the British govern- 
ment in the war. She declares that the success of Germany 
would be a calamity from the women's point of view. But if 
that meant nothing but the end of-the "cussedness" that has 
been going on in London for the last few years, practically the 
whole world would be reconciled to that outcome. 


The thanks of Congress have been extended to the builders 


of the Panama Canal, provided the Senate agrees with the 
House, as it undoubtedly will. Furthermore, Colonel Goe- 
thals and the others will be advanced in rank on their retire- 
ment.. There are times .when republics are not ungrateful 
and the men who had charge of the canal work have reason to 
feel that this is one of them.

London, Sept. 13.—One of the moat 


pbwerful'elemdnts'/that.is'at work to- 
day for tl^e JseUJementr of -the..great 
European war is tlie appalling: cost of 
the titanic conflict. It can be only a 
matter" of time until, every'one of the 
warring powers is embarrassed finan- 
cially. It is not assuming too much to 
say that each of the nations, with its 
great armament, believed 
that war, 


when it canie, would be of brief dura- 
tion; that the stupendous cost, and tlie 
terrible loss of life wrought by modern 
war machinery would bring any con- 
flict to a quick termination. 


The European powers have not en- 


tered upon this war without some pre- 
vious calculation as to the means by 
which it'must be carried out. In ad- 
dition to tho' great accumulation of 
gold in the central banks, plans for 
new taxation ll»d additional allowances 
for the army and navy have been part 
of. the fiscal programs of all the Powers 
for many ybars. 


Tlie immense war appropriation of 


the coinbatants, huge 
as 
they are, 


would be only a mere bagatelle if the 
war is prolonged. Germany at the out- 
set appropriated a blllioitand a quarter 
of dollars; France on tho same day set 
n-sitle more than $1,000,000,000 and the 
British parliament voted 
$500,000,000, 


following- this up subsequently with 
another appropriation 
of the same 


amount, Russia has not made, known 
what she appropriated, but It is safe to 
say that the/grand lotnl of the Euro- 
pean war funds voted by all the bellig- 
erents is near four billions. 


Several European experts in such 


matters haev estimated that the war Is 
now costing the combatants $50,000,000 
a day. Some Frenchmen have calcu- 
lated that it is costing France alone 
$20,000,000 daily. 


How is this tremendous burden of 


war outlay to be met? 
That is the 


_ problem with which the 
financiers, 
in 


•j tho European cabinets are grappling 


while' the tacticians are planning new 
army moves. H is obvipus even to the 
layman that the productive power of a 
country.at war is greatly reduced if 
not absolutely paralyzed. Industry of 
every sort is hard hit by the'.withdraw- 
als of thousands, millions of men, who 
are £aken from the fields, shops and 
factories and placed !n uniform for the 
purpose of .blowing away powder in 
shooting each other. 


Such producing power as remains is 


utilized in making the materials of 
war, arms, ammunition, clothing and 
food for the armies.
